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ASSIGNMENT AND ASSUMPTION AGREEMENT 

THIS ASSIGNMENT AND ASSUMPTION AGREEMENT (the 
"Agreement") is made as of November 18, 2003, by and among WebLink Wireless I, 
L.P., a Texas limited partnership ("Company"), WebLink Wireless, Inc., a Delaware 
corporation ("WebLink", and together with Company, "Assignors"), and Metrocall, Inc., 
a Delaware corporation ("Assignee"). Capitalized terms used herein but not otherwise 
defined herein shall have the meanings ascribed to such terms in the Asset Purchase 
Agreement (as defined below). 

WITNESSETH: 

WHEREAS, Assignors, Metrocall Holdings, Inc., a Delaware corporation,
